Three Doors Battered Down and Sixty-. 

‘two Men Arrested ‘in a Lower 
Sixth Avenue Resort.

Inspector Hilbert O. Smith led a raid on 
an alleged poolroom in Sixth Avenue, near 
Third Street, late yesterday afternoon. The 
Place was carried by assault by policemen 
with. sledgehammers;>-axes, and 
crowbars, but the raid was chiefly temark- 
able for the fact that All of the sixty-two 
men fovnd in the Place were made pris- 
oners, as well aw one man who was ar⸗ 

sted later..All were charged with aiding 
and abetting a poolroom, and were locked 
up In the Mercer and Charles Street Police 
Stations. 

The raiding force, besides Inspector Smith, 
consisted of Detectives. McLeece;~ Maretti, 
Touhey, and Car and Roundsman 
Quinn of the Inspéctor’s staff; ten patrol- 
men from the Charles Street Police Sta- 
tion, and Capt. Wiegand and eighteen de- 
tectives and patrolmen frem the Mercer 
Street Police Station, Evidence against the 
alleged-poolroom was obtained by Detect- 
ives Maretti and Carberry, who obtained 
from Justice Wyatt, in the Court of Spe- 
cial Sessions, warrants for four men. 

The building raided is an old three-story 
brick structure, within a stone’s throw of 
Third Street, Roundsman Quinn and Capt: 
Wiegand with two patrol wagons full of 
men arrived on the scene at 4 o'clock. Most 
of the policemen were in plain or citizens’ 
clothing. and very quickly they were staq 
tioned about the building, some of them in 
the rear yards and. others on the roofs.

COMMODITY RATES CUT. 


important Reduction to Puget Sound 
Points Made by the Great Northern.

CHICAGO, May 19.—The reduction’ in 
commodity rates between the Atlantic 
Coast and Puget Sound points recently or-. 
dered by James J. Hill of the Great North- 
ern Railraad.for the benefit of small deal- 
ers on the North Pacific Coast is of much 
greater importance than was at first sup- 
posed. Tariffs received here to-day show a 
large reduction on more than 500 Coast 
commodities. Formerly the rate on canfied 
corn, one of the heaviest commodities 
shipped to Seattle and Washington com- 
mon points was 95 cents a hundred pounds 


from the Atlantic Coast, and from the 
Missouri River it was 8} ‘cents. The new 
rate makes a fiat tariff of 75 cents-for 
canned corn from both the Atlantic Coast 
and the Missouri River markets.

RUSSIA IS RESENTFUL. 


Displeased by the Manifestations in 
. This Country—The Question 
of Relief. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 19.—There ts no 
doubt that while the Russian officials much 
regret the Kishineff massacres they: eqnally 
resert what they call_the “ anti-Russtan 
agitation in America,”’ which they claim is 
7 fomented by. the influential “English 
press.’ 

The Russian Government has received no 
representations from the Government of 
the United States in regard to the Kishineff 
massacres beyond the inquiry, through 
AmfPassador McCormick several days ago, 
whether the money and supplies which were 
being offered from all parts of America 
for the sufferers would be acceptable to 
the Russian Government. To this inquiry, 
as already cabled, the Foreign Office re- 
plied that while it greatly appreciated the 
American generosity there was no need for 


relief,

LONDON, May 19.—The-.Under Foreign 
Secretary, Lord Cranborne, was asked in 
the House of Commons to-day for informa- 
tion on the massacre of Jews at Kishineff, 
Bessarabia, a month ago.

Action for $10,000 Damages for Negli- 
gence Non-Suited by Justice Coch- 
rane of the State Supreme Court.

LEGAL NOTES. 


CONTRACT TOO INDEFINJTE FOR ENPFORGR- 
mENT.—Sometimes a contract is too indefi- 
nite for enforcement. Such a contract was 
the subject of an opinlon by Justice In- 
graham of the Appellate Division in the 
case of David. Howie and others ageinst 
Rachel Kasnowitz. The plaintiffe had 
agreed by a writing under seal to make of 
tin. a certain purse frame known as Style 
No. 27 B., and to deliver the frames to de- 
fendant for a price not to exceed $1.10 per 
gross, with an added profit of 25 per cent. 
The defendant was to take all the frames 
made by the plaintiffs. The latter were not 
to sell to any other person or firm, unless 
they should charge a@ profit of not less than 
50 per cent. The delivery of the frames 
was to be commenced within six weeks, and 
in the event plaintiffg were not able to fill 
their part of the contract they were not 
to be subject. to damages for the breach.

The May number of (he Harvard Law Re- 
view contains a vigorous criticism of what 
it terms .a remarkable decision.by the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri.

VERDICT AGAINST MRS. HCH 


‘aa Her Declarations Unsupported 
by Evidence, the Court Says. 





Hearing of ‘Testimony in the Husband's 
Cross Suit for Absolute Di- 
vorce Begun. 


At the conclusion of the testimony in the ; 
‘separation action bréught ty Mrs. Nancy 
Rich against William Li. Rich of the Fifth
